ment until the ſixth Day of September next; which Lytter beg lolt-in us pul. 
ſageto Emgland, Our Pl-aſure concerning the faid Adjournment , was not 
known, whereupon the Lords of Qur Privy Council, by theic Act., of the 
date the fourteenth day of Jae laſt, Cauſed Intimation to be made, That all 
Members of Parliament ſhould be ready to meer and artend in this Our Curreut 
Parliament, fo ſoon as Our Will and Pleaſure ſhould be tignified ro them for 
that effet + Which AR and Intimation, We not only Confirm and Approve 
of; But likeways with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, hereby Ad- 
joutn Our [aid Current Parliament; until the Twenty filth Day of 0Zober next 
enſuing the date hereof 3 Requiring all the Members of Our ſaid Parltamenr 
toattend that Day , in the uſual way, and under the Certifications contained 
in the ſeveral Acts of Parliament , made thereanent., OUR WILL 1s 
HEREFORE, And We Charge you ſtritly and Command, That incon- 


tinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs#0 the Mercut-Croſs of Edinburgh, and to
